In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Sequence availability: Applicant stated that BAC T517, from which their clone was made, was available at the 
Arabidopsis stock center; Examiner stated that applicant must demonstrate the the sequence of BAC T517 was 
available at the time of filing or that BAC T517 (or the subclone Applicant used) is deposited under the PTO deposit 
rules, as it is not clear the Arabidopsis stock center will ensure the availably of BAC T517 for 30 years, etc. 
Plants transformed with nucleic acid encoding GMPase: Applicant urges that they did this, by transforming the mutant 
with the nucleic acid; Examiner stated that this is not the same as putting the gene in a wild-type plant and getting 
increased vitamin C levels and that all Applicant did was recreate a wild-type plant, for which there is no specific utility. 
Examiner encouraged Applicant to transform a wild-type plant with the nucleic acid and show that the transformed 
plant has increased vitamin C levels. (Examiner notes, post-interview, in response to a question raised in the 
interview, that Bauw, not Davey, shows that plants transformed with a nucleic acid encoding the enzyme that converts 
galatone 1,4 lactone to ascorbic acid had increased vitamin C levels, see pg 18, and apologizes for saying that it was 
Davey). 

Pathways: Applicant urged that Agius shows that is it possible to increase vitamin C levels in a plant and suggested 
that Gatzek's enzyme didn't work because it is not rate limiting. Examiner stated that because Gatzek showed that 
transformation with a nucleic acid encoding one enzyme in Applicant's vitamin C pathway did not increase vitamin C 
levels, they need to show that their enzyme is different; the rejection is very strong because the Gatzek enzyme comes 
after Applicant's enzymes. Examiner again encouraged Applicant to transform a wild-type plant with the nucleic acid 
and show that the transformed plant has increased vitamin C levels; doing this would make this portion of the rejection 
go away. 

"enzyme in a plant Vitamin C biosynthesis pathway" Examiner stated that an enzyme in a plant biosynthetic pathway 
would have to be one from a plant, and written description support is not available for the full scope of nucleic acids 
encdoing the claimed plant enzymes. If Applicant wishes to encompass enzymes from any source, the claim must be 
written differently (and without adding new matter). 
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
